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At  half-past  seven  o’clock,  the  Contributors  who  had  taken 
part  in  the  election,  having,  with  a  number  of  the  reverend 
Clergy,  been  entertained  by  the  Ladies  at  the  Hospital,  met 
in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  with  a  large  congrega¬ 
tion  there  assembled,  to  participate  in  the  religious  exercises 
connected  with  the  Anniversary.  A  special  service,  authorized 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  was  used  on  the  occasion.  In 
rendering  this,  the  Rev.  Charles  Logan,  Rector  of  St.  David’s 
Church,  Manayunk ;  the  Rev.  Louis  C.  Newman;  the  Rev. 
Charles  S.  Spencer,  Rector  of  Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle, 
Delaware  ;  the  Rev.  T.  S.  Rumney,  D.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Peter’s 
Church,  Germantown,  with  the  Rev.  H.  Palethorp  Play.  D.D., 
Rector  of  the  Parish  and  Warden  of  the  Hospital;  and  the 
Rev.  Benjamin  R.  Phelps,  Jr.,  Deacon,  Rector’s  Assistant, 
took  part.  After  singing  the  appropriate  hymn  for  the  festival 
of  St.  Luke,  “ From  all  Thy  Saints  in  warfare,  for  all  Thy 
Saints  at  rest,”  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  Bacon  Stevens,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  visitor  of  the 
Hospital,  who  presided  on  the  occasion,  introduced  the  Rev. 
William  J.  F'rost,  D.D.,  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish,  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  who  read  the  Annual  Reports,  which  are  herewith 
appended  ;  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  C. 
Lay,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  from  the 
Chancel  step  delivered  the  Second  Annual  Sermon,  from  the 
text,  St.  John  vi.,  9,  “  There  is  a  lad  here  which  hath  five  barley 
loaves  and  two  small  fishes,  but  what  are  they  among  so 
many the  subject  being  the  compassion  of  the  church  for 
the  multitude.  After  singing  the  hymn  “Fountain  of  good 
to  own  Thy  love,”  Bishop  Stevens  introduced  the  Rt.  Rev. 
James  Theodore  Holly,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Hayti,  who  made  an 
interesting  and  encouraging  address,  and  after  the  offertory, 
closed  the  service  with  prayer  and  the  Apostolic  benediction. 


REPORT  OF  THE  VESTRY 

OF  THE 

CHURCH  OF  THE  GOOD  SHEPHERD. 


To  the  Contributors  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd , 

Radnor : 

In  presenting  this  Second  Annual  Report,  the  Vestiy  of  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  do  so  with  humble  gratitude 
to  Almighty  God  for  the  satisfaction  with  which  they  are  en¬ 
abled  to  review  for  the  past  year  the  history  of  the  Institution 
of  which  they  are  the  legal  guardians. 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  Hospital  have  been  made 
in  behalf  of  forty-five  patients,  forty  of  whom  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  under  our  care,  five  still  remaining  in  ward.  Twenty- 
eight  named  diseases  have  been  treated,  and  several  successful 
surgical  operations  performed.  For  results  of  treatment  we 
refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Board  hereto  appended. 

All  the  patients  have  been  born  in  the  United  States,  except 
one  of  English  birth.

While  the  large  majority  of  the  patients  have  been  young  chil¬ 
dren  under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  several  cases  have  been 
admitted  over  that  age,  where  circumstances  seemed  to  justify 
such  an  extension  of  the  privileges  of  the  Institution.  The 
Vestry  have  restricted  the  ordinary  admission  by  the  Warden 
to  the  age  of  twelve,  and  have  reserved  to  their  Committee  on 
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tlu  Hospital  the  right  to  admit  patients  of  any  age,  but  giving 

precedence  of  admission  to  children  under  twelve  years  of 
age. 

Among  those  under  our  charge  at  different  times  during  the 
past  year,  were  two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl,  orphans.  Dur¬ 
ing  their  sojourn  they  had  favorably  impressed  some  of  our 
Board  of  Lady  Managers  ;  the  result  being  that  these  chil¬ 
dren  have  been  received  into  two  of  our  families,  and  thus 
provided  with  comfortable  and  respectable  homes. 

The  location  and  internal  arrangements  of  the  Hospital  have 
had  the  approval  of  a  number  of  the  medical  faculty,  who 
have  inspected,  professionally,  the  Institution ;  while  the  fact 
that  all  the  patients  received  since  the  first  opening  of  the 
Hospital,  except  two,  one  of  whom  had  an  incurable  disease 
when  admitted,  have  been  discharged  cured,  or  materially  im¬ 
proved,  speaks  for  itself. 

We  still  occupy  the  leased  premises;  but  now  suggest  to 
our  Patrons,  Contributors,  and  Donors,  as  well  as  to&all  who 
have  hearts  to  be  touched  with  the  sufferings  and  surroundings 
of  the  sick  children  of  many  of  the  poor,  and  even  of  many 
of  the  hard-working  laboring  people,  whether  there  is  not 
sufficient  stability  in  this  endeavor  to  alleviate  suffering,  to 
justify  the  purchase  of  the  property  we  now  lease.  It  is  in 
the  market,  and  we  ask  of  you  the  means  to  make  the  Insti¬ 
tution  a  permanent  one  in  this  Diocese.  If  you  cannot  give 
your  time  and  your  personal  attention  to  the  care  and  nursing 
of  the  afflicted  of  God’s  little  ones,  let  us  who  can,  act  as  your 
stewards.  God  has  made  you  His  stewards  by  giving  to  some 
competency,  to  some,  wealth.  We  offer  ourselves  as  your 
stewards  to  dispense  the  means  you  will  place  in  our  hands. 
As  of  mercy,  so  of  charity.  “  It  is  twice  blessed  ;  it  blesseth 
him  that  gives,  and  him  that  takes.”  While  He,  of  Whom  all 
things  are,  has  said,  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  re¬ 
ceive.” 

There  is  a  feature  about  this  ITospital  of  the  Good  Shep¬ 
herd,  to  which  we  particularly  direct  your  attention.  While 
it  is  under  our  control  as  a  corporation  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
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copal  Church,  a  body  lawfully  created,  and  while  the  Chap¬ 
laincy  is  held  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
!  herd,  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  are  extended  to  ail  quali¬ 
fied  applicants  without  reference  to  religious  belief.  For  the 
:  public  welfare  the  management  of  any  institution  must  be 
vested  in  an  organized  and  legally  recognized  body,  but  the 
dispensation  of  charity  may  be  as  wide  as  the  givers  are  will¬ 
ing  to  allow.  The  scope  of  our  Hospital  being  not  bounded 
by  circumstances  of  creed,  color,  or  country,  we  have  no  hesi- 
j  tation  in  asking  the  co-operation  of  all  persons,  regardless  of 
social  or  ecclesiastical  considerations. 

This  Corporation  recognizes,  with  this  public  attestation  of 
gratitude,  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  in  the  Internal  concerns  of  the  Hospital,  and  the 
!  gratuitous  and  unwearying  services  of  our  Medical  Board— 
to  these  with,  the  other  officials  of  the  Institution,  as  also  to 
;  the  Patrons,  Contributors,  and  Donors  of  money,  and  goods, 
and  merchandise  of  various  kinds  during  the  past  year,  we 
tender  our  grateful  thanks,  and  pray  Him  whose  servants  we 
are,  that  we  all  “  be  not  weary  in  well-doing,”  recalling  in  the 
spirit  of  a  devout  humility,  and  with  confident  faith,  that  “  he 
that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord,  and 
whatsoever  he  layeth  out  it  shall  be  paid  him  again.”  “  Godli¬ 
ness  . having  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is  and  of  that

It  is  with  feelings  of  gratitude,  to  the  generous  contribu¬ 
tors  who  have  furnished  the  means  wherewith  we  have  carried 
on  the  Hospital  for  children,  that  we  approach  our  second  an¬ 
niversary.  The  kind  and  liberal  donations  to  our  Institution, 
have  cheered  the  hearts  of  the  sick  and  suffering  inmates,  as 
well  as  of  those  who  have  devoted  time  and  energy  to  its  suc¬ 
cessful  conduct.  The  reward  for  all  who  are  interested,  is  in 
the  hope,  that  many  poor  and  friendless  little  ones  have  tasted 
the  delights  of  pure  and  wholesome  air,  to  which  they  had 
hitherto  been  utter  strangers,  and  have  left  us  in  some  instances 
entirely  restored  to  health,  and  in  others  with  constitutions  re¬ 
freshed  and  strengthened,  and  fitted  to  resist  more  successfully 
the  inroads  of  disease.  Our  patients  have  all  seemed  happy 
and  contented,  and  a  visit  to  the  Hospital  will  convey  the  idea 
of  a  pleasant  family  circle,  rather  than  that  of  an  asylum  for 
sickness  and  pain. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  our  kind  Contributors  will  not  relax 
their  liberal  support,  as  at  the  present  time,  our  resources 
sadly  need  replenishment,  and  there  are  many  appliances 
which  would  contribute  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  well-being 
of  the  patients,  which,  from  want  of  funds,  we  are  unable  to 
procure. 
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During  the  past  year,  two  of  our  number  have  been  removed 
by  death.  One  of  these,  an  interesting  young  girl,  had  been 
an  inmate  of  the  Hospital  from  its  opening  day.  She  was  a 
I  sufferer  from  consumption,  and  from  the  first  her  case  was 
hopeless.  She  died  in  February  last,  and  we  have  reason  to 
hope  that  her  last  days  were  soothed  and  cheered  by  the  min¬ 
istrations  of  kind  friends,  who  were  constant  and  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  alleviate  her  suffering. 

A  gratifying  incident  in  connection  with  this  case  should  be 
mentioned,  a  cabinet  organ  was  purchased  by  a  number  of  her 
companions  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  Holy  Trinity  Chapel, 
Philadelphia,  and  by  them  was  presented  to  the  Hospital  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  as  a  tribute  of  affection  and  a  memorial 
of  the  worth  of  this  young  girl. 

During  the  summer  months,  some  of  the  managers  of  the 
Hospital  have  taken  the  superintendence  of  a  sewing  society, 
meeting  at  the  building  once  every  week,  and  we  have  thus 
obtained  a  large  and  valuable  addition  to  our  stock  of  clothing. 
In  this  undertaking  we  have  been  much  assisted  by  many  of 
the  summer  visitors  in  the  neighborhood,  who  in  the  midst  of 
their  leisure  and  enjoyment,  have  found  time  to  work  for  the 
poor  and  afflicted. 

Our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  Matron  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  for  the  faithful  and  untiring  manner  in  which  she  has 
carried  out  our  plans,  and  in  conclusion  we  offer  our  hearty 
thanks,  to  all,  who  in  any  way  have  contributed  to  the  pros¬ 
perity  and  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd.

At  the  last  Annual  Report,  there  were  four  patients  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  Hospital. 

During  the  present  year,  thirty-six  patients  have  been  re¬ 
ceived,  making  the  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  for  the 
past  year,  forty. 

One  death  occurred  from  pulmonary  consumption  and  one 
from  the  effects  of  whooping  cough.  The  following  is  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  :

Many  of  the  patients  have  been  very  young.  Of  the  whole 
number,  twenty-five  were  females  and  fifteen  were  males. 

The  advantages  of  the  Hospital  have  been  very  manifest  in 
the  rapid  improvement  of  some  even  very  unpromising  cases, 
and  many  feeble  children,  weak  and  unable  to  walk,  have 
greatly  regained  health  and  strength  during  their  sojourn  here. 
The  location  is  one  of  the  healthiest,  and  the  kind  care  of  the 
Matron  is  best  shown  in  the  reluctance  of  the  little  patients  to 
leave  the  Hospital.

Any  person  who  shall  have  paid  a  sum  of  net  less  than  five 
dollars  will  be  designated  a  Contributor ,  and  a;  such  will  be  en¬ 
titled  to  vote  for  managers  at  the  next  annial  election  after 
such  payment  is  made;  and  any  person  paying  at  one  time  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollar's,  will  be  a  Patron,  and  entitled  to  vote  at 
every  succeeding  annual  election.

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REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 

HOSPITAL  OF  THE  GOOD  SHEPHERD, 

RADNOR,  DELAWARE  CO.,  PA. 


OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Rector,  Church-wardens,  and  Vestrymen 
of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Radnor,  in  establishing 
this  Hospital,  is  to  provide  a  house  and  medical  treatment  lor 
invalid  children  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  without 
reference  to  creed  or  country,  preference  being  given  to  cases 
of  debility  or  failing  health,  caused  by  defective  or  improper 
sanitary  conditions  at  their  homes,  and  to  those  actually  con¬ 
valescent  from  acute  diseases.  No  cases  of  a  contagious  na¬ 
ture  received. 

In  connection  with  this  plan,  it  is  designed  that  ladies  who 
may  desire  to  devote  a  portion  of  their  time  to  the  care  and 
comfort  of  the  sick,  may  have  the  opportunity  of  exercising 
such  ministrations,  and  at  the  same  time  may  acquire  a  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  requisites  of  good  nursing,  and  of  the  preparation 
of  food  for  the  sick,  under  the  training  of  a  person  of  ex¬ 
perience. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  Hospital  is  vested  in  the  Rector, 
Church-wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Radnor. 

VISITOR. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  having  the 
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Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Radnor,  in  his  Diocese,  shal  j 
be  the  Visitor  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  power  to  exercise  alii 
usual  visitorial  rights. 

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

Applications  for  admission  may  be  made  to  any  member  of 
the  Vestry  of  the  Parish,  or  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers. 
Such  application  must  be  made  on  the  printed  Form,  signed 
by  one  of  the  Medical  Board,  except  in  cases  where  applica¬ 
tion  is  made  from  a  public  institution  having  a  resident  physi¬ 
cian.  The  applicant  shall  be  admitted  on  the  approval  of  the 
Warden,  or  of  the  attending  Physician  ;  provided  that  the 
number  of  patients,  limited  by  the  Hospital  Committee,  be 
not  exceeded.  The  Form  filled  up  for  each  patient  admitted 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Warden  at  the  next  ensuing  stated 
meeting  of  the  Hospital  Committee. 

The  age  of  admission  is  from  two  to  twelve  years.  The 
rate  of  payment  for  an  inmate  shall  be  three  dollars  per  week. 
Any  deviation  from  these  limits  of  age  and  payment  will  be 
determined  by  the  Hospital  Committee.  Cases  of  emergency 
may  be  decided  by  the  attending  Physician,  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  at  their  next  stated  meet¬ 
ing.  No  patients  shall  be  retained  in  the  Hospital  if  two-thirds 
of  the  L,ady  Managers  shall  request  their  removal,  such  re¬ 
quest  being  made  by  a  vote  taken  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Lady  Managers,  and  approved  by  the  Physician  in  at¬ 
tendance. 

SUPPORT. 

The  Hospital  will  be  supported  by  voluntary  contributions 
and  donations,  by  annual  and  life  subscriptions,  by  legacies, 
and  by  payments  for  board  and  treatment,  to  be  made  by  the 
parents,  guardians,  or  friends  of  patients,  as  far  as  they  are  able. 

Any  person  who  shall  have  paid  a  sum  of  not  less  than  jive 
dollars  will  be  designated  a  Contributor ,  and  as  such  will  be  en¬ 
titled  to  vote  for  managers  at  the  next  annual  election  after

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  held  on  St. 
Luke’s  Day,  1 8th  Oct.,  when  the  Reports  of  the  Vestry  and 
the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  shall  be  submitted  to  the  con¬ 
tributors  ;  the  elections  held,  addresses  delivered,  and  a  ser¬ 
mon  preached  in  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

N.  B. —  When  St.  Luke's  Day  falls  on  the  Lord's  Day,  the  ex¬ 
ercises  prescribed  shall  be  held  on  the  following  day. 


DETAILED  ORGANIZATION. 


The  Spiritual  Interests  of  the  Hospital  are  placed  under  the 
charge  of  a  Chaplain  ;  the  Sanitary  Relations  under  a  Medi¬ 
cal  Board ;  the  Domestic  Concerns  under  a  Board  of  Lady 
Managers ;  and  all  other  interests  of  the  Hospital  are  dele¬ 
gated  to  a  committee  of  the  Vestry  on  the  Hospital. 

I.  CHAPLAIN. 

The  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Radnor, 
shall  be  the  Chaplain  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  have  sole  di¬ 
rection  of  all  religious  services  and  instructions,  which  shall 
be  in  conformity  with  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.  Should 
other  religious  instructions  be  conscientiously  desired,  the 
Chaplain  is  empowered  to  authorize  the  same  at  his  discretion. 

II.  MEDICAL  BOARD. 

The  Rector,  Church -wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Radnor,  shall,  at  their  stated 
meeting  in  October,  elect  three  or  more  physicians  to  be  the 
Medical  Board,  who  shall  have  entire  medical  and  sanitary 
direction  of  the  Hospital.  They  are  also  empowered  to  admit 
patients  under  the  Regulations  above  stated. 

III.  GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION. 

WARDEN. 

The  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Radnor, 
shall  be  the  Warden  of  the  Hospital,  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Hospital  Committee;  to  lay 
before  it  Reports  and  Communications  of  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers,  and  the  Forms  for  patients  admitted  since  the  pre¬ 
vious  meeting ;  to  countersign  a'll  bills  or  orders  on  the 
Treasurer,  approved  by  the  Hospital  Committee ;  to  advise 
with  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers ;  to  decide  any  question  of 


disagreement  between  any  parties  connected  with  the  Hospi¬ 
tal,  relative  to  its  domestic  management ;  to  admit  and  to  dis¬ 
charge  patients ;  and  generally  to  perform  such  duties  as 
usually  appertain  to  the  office. 

TREASURER. 

On  the  Thursday  after  Easter  in  each  year,  the  Vestry  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  who  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
received  for  the  Hospital,  and  shall  invest  all  trust,  endow¬ 
ment,  or  other  permanent  funds  in  legalized  securities,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Hospital  Committee. 

He  shall  keep  an  account  with  one  of  the  Trust  companies 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  as  Treasurer,  and  shall  deposit  all 
moneys,  as  received,  in  such  Trust  company.  He  shall  pay 
no  money  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  unless  upon  order 
of  the  Hospital  Committee.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the 
Hospital  Committee,  he  shall  make  a  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Treasury,  and  shall  present  at  each  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  Vestry  a  summary  of  such  reports,  subsequent  to  the 
preceding  quarterly  meeting. 

HOSPITAL  COMMITTEE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  on  Thursday  after 
Easter,  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  consist  of  four  mem¬ 
bers,  of  whom  the  Treasurer  and  the  Warden  shall  be  two. 
Their  duties  shall  be  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  support 
of  the  Hospital;  to  visit  the  Hospital  at  least  once  in  a  month  ; 
to  secure  obedience  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Vestry;  and  in 
general  to  exercise  all  powers  necessary  for  the  good  of  the 
Hospital  on  behalf  of  the  Vestry.  They  shall  meet  once  in  a 
month  to  receive  Reports  and  Communications  from  the 
Board  of  Lady  Managers,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  ; 
to  appropriate  money  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  past  month, 
and  to  consider  the  estimates  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers 
for  the  coming  month  ;  to  determine  the  number  of  patients 
which  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  appear  to  warrant,  until  their 
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next  stated  meeting;  to  confirm  or  reject  admissions  since 
their  last  stated  meeting  ;  and  to  present  quarterly  reports  to 
the  Vestry  in  relation  to  all  departments  of  the  Hospital- 
Their  first  meeting  shall  be  called  by  the  Warden,  and  shall 
be  held  within  two  weeks  after  their  appointment,  at  which 
time  they  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  exercise  the  usual 
functions  of  such  an  officer.  The  Hospital  Committee  shall 
meet  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Mana¬ 
gers  quarterly  for  consultation  concerning  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital,  on  the  2d  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  July,  and  Oct. 

IV.  BOARD  OF  LADY  MANAGERS. 

The  domestic  concerns  of  the  Hospital  will  be  entrusted  to 
a  Board  of  Managers,  composed  of  twenty-one  ladies  who  are 
contributors  to  the  Hospital,  and  connected  with  some  Parish 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  The  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Radnor,  shall,  at  their  stated  meeting  in  October,  elect  seven 
members  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  and  fourteen  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Contributors  and  Patrons  of  the  Hospital,  on 
St.  Luke’s  Day. 

The  Board  of  Lady  Managers  shall  have  power  to  visit  the 
Hospital  at  any  time,  and  inspect  all  its  apartments  in  the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  a  general  supervision  over  the  domestic  arrangements, 
and  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  and  remove  the  matron, 
nurses,  and  servants. 

The  Vestry  have  set  forth  the  following  By-Laws  for  the 
Board  of  Lady  Managers  : 
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BY-LAWS 


OP  THE 


BOARD  OF  LADY  MANAGERS. 


ORGANIZATION. 

On  the  last  Monday  in  October,  those  elected  on  St.  Luke’s 
’  Day  preceding,  and  those  elected  by  the  Vestry  at  their  stated 
:  meeting  in  October,  to  be  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  shall 
meet  for  organization,  and  shall  elect  from  their  own  number 
a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treas¬ 
urer,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  have 
i  been  chosen. 

PRESIDING  OFFICER. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  or  in  case  of 
her  absence,  a  Vice-President  in  due  order,  or  in  the  absence 
of  the  three  officers,  a  member  of  the  Board  elected  at  the 
time,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  The  Pre¬ 
siding  officer  shall  be  the  judge  of  order,  and  shall  decide  all 
points  of  order  without  debate.  She  shall  appoint  all  com¬ 
mittees,  unless  chosen  by  ballot,  or  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Board. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of,  and  shall  attend  all  meet¬ 
ings,  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  which  she  shall  trans¬ 
scribe  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose.  Immediately  after 
their  election  or  appointment,  she  shall  give  notice  thereof  to 
all  officers  and  members  of  committees.  In  case  of  her  ab¬ 
sence,  a  Secretary  pro  tem.  may  be  appointed. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  col¬ 
lected  for  special  purposes  by  the  Lady  Managers  ;  shall 
receive  and  acknowledge  all  donations  of  articles  for  use  in 
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the  Hospital :  shall  receive  and  hold  all  funds,  appropriated 
by  the  Hospital  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board;  and  shall  present  an  ac¬ 
count  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board. 

MEETINGS. 

There  shall  be  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Man¬ 
agers  on  the  First  Tuesday  in  each  month. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent. 

At  the  stated  meeting  in  October,  the  annual  Report  shall 
be  made  up  to  be  read  at  the  annual  meeting  on  St.  Luke’s 
Day. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  seven 
members  shall  consitute  a  quorum. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer 
shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  for  the  transaction  of 
any  necessary  business  between  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  for  communication  with  the  Plospital  Committee  of  Ves¬ 
try.  They  shall  provide  supplies  needed  for  the  Hospital,  for 
which  funds  have  been  appropriated. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Board  of  Lady  Managers  shall  visit  in  turn  at  the 
Hospital,  being  divided  into  weekly  committees  of  two  ladies, 
who  together  shall  visit  the  Hospital  at  least  once  in  each 
week. 

They  shall  inquire  into  the  wants  of  the  Hospital,  notifying 
the  Executive  Committee  of  any  article  needed,  and  also  note 
down  every  week  each  new  purchase  or  gift  as  made. 

The  Committee  shall  also  see  that  cleanliness  is  observed  in 
the  bedding,  wards,  and  Hospital  generally  ;  and  that  the 
rules  relating  to  the  management  of  the  Hospital  are  carried 
into  effect ;  to  advise  with  and  assist  the  Matron  in  any  case 
of  difficulty,  and  to  receive  a  report  from  her  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  nurses  and  servants  perform  their  duty.  The 
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Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  shall  enter  therein 
the  day  and  time  of  an  official  visit,  and  such  observations  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary,  which  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Board  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

REPORTS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  to  make 
a  report  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shep¬ 
herd,  Radnor,  at  their  quarterly  meetings  with  the  Hospital 
Committee. 

MATRON. 

The  Matron  shall  see  to  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of 
the  house  generally.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  bedding 
and  bed-clothes,  and  of  such  articles  of  wearing  apparel  as 
may  be  provided  for  the  children.  She  shall  superintend  the 
preparation  of  food  for  the  patients,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Visiting  Physician,  and  control  the  servants,  and  also  the 
nurses,  in  so  far  as  may  relate  to  the  general  good  order  and 
discipline  of  the  household.  In  no  case  shall  she  assume  the 
treatment,  care,  or  discipline  in  the  wards ,  of  any  of  the  pa¬ 
tients.  All  wines  arid  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  under  her 
charge,  and  shall  be  dispensed  only  on  a  written  order  of  the 
Visiting  Physician.  She  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
house  expenses,  and  shall  present  the  same  weekly  for  the 
examination  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She 
shall  provide  such  occupation  bodily  and  mental,  as  may  be 
suitable  for  the  children  individually,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  she 
shall  enter  all  donations  that  are  left  at  the  Hospital  building. 

NURSES. 

The  Chief  Nurse  shall  have  charge  of  the  wards  to  which 
she  shall  be  assigned  by  Visiting  Physicians,  and,  in  addition, 
the  care  of  those  cases  which,  in  his  judgment,  demand  un¬ 
usual  attention  or  special  treatment.  She  shall  accompany 
the  Visiting  Physician  in  his  morning  visit,  shall  note  down, 
in  a  proper  ward-book,  his  directions  as  regards  the  diet  and 
treatment  of  the  patients,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
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their  subsequent  execution  by  the  nurses  in  charge  of  the 
respective  wards.  She  shall  report  to  the  Visiting  Physi¬ 
cian  all  instances  of  dereliction  in  duty  on  the  part  of  nurses, 
which  cases  he,  in  turn,  should  he  deem  it  necessary,  shall 
refer  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  action,  and  those 
cases  of  misdemeanors  on  the  part  of  the  children  which, 
m  her  judgment,  require  especial  discipline,  she  shall  report 
to  the  Visiting  Committee  or  to  the  Warden.  She  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Ward  medicines,  and  shall  dispense 
the  same  to  the  several  nurses  for  distribution.  She  shall 
cl i  aw  upon  the  Matron  for  wines  and  spirituous  liquors  only 
on  a  special  order  signed  by  the  Visiting  Physician.  On  one 
afternoon  at  least,  of  each  week,  she  shall  be  relieved 
liom  duty,  and  shall  report  to  the  Visiting  Physician,  who  shall 
appoint  a  proper  substitute,  with  similar  powers,  to  act  during 
her  absence.  She  shall  be  aided  by  an  Assistant  Nurse  or 
nurses  when  appointed,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  in  the 
care  of  the  children  as  she  may  direct. 

hi  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  chief  nurse ,  the 
duties  above  will  devolve  upon  the  nati  on. 


ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.

AMENDMENTS. 

The  preceding  Organization  or  Regulations  may  be  modi¬ 
fied  by  a  written  amendment,  proposed  by  any  member  of  the 
Vestry,  passed  by  a  majority  at  one  meeting,  and  confirmed  by 
two-thirds  of  those  present  at  the  next  meeting  ;  notice  of  in¬ 
tention  to  act  on  amendment  having  been  given  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

NOTICES. 

Children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  twelve  years,  not  suf¬ 
fering  from  any  contagious  diseases,  resident  in  the  Diocese 
of  Pennsylvania,  comprising  the  counties  of  Philadelphia, 
Delaware,  Chester,  Montgomery,  and  Bucks,  are  admitted  into 
the  Hospital  by  the  warden  ;  others,  only  by  permission  of  the 
Hospital  Committee. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Applications  for  admission  should  be  made  at  the  Hospital 
Building  to  the  Physician  in  attendance  any  morning  between 
the  hours  of  nine  and  ten ;  or  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hay,  at  619  N. 
Fourth  street,  Philadelphia,  any  morning  from  seven  to  ten 
o’clock.  Such  applications  must  be  accompanied  with  a  cer¬ 
tificate  from  one  of  the  Medical  Board,  stating  the  nature  of 
the  disease  of  the  child. 

VISITORS. 

The  parents  or  friends  of  the  Patients  may  visit  the  children 
only  on  Thursday  afternoons,  between  two  and  six  o’clock  ; 
and  they  are  not  allowed  to- give  the  children  any  eatables  ex¬ 
cept  by  express  permission  of  the  Matron. 

DONATIONS 

In  money,  dry  goods,  fruits,  jellies,  and  other  useful  articles 
are  solicited,  and  can  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  or  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  or  of  the  Vestry. 

Note. — It  is  hoped  that  a  liberal  Christian  community  will  enable  the  Vestry 
to  render  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital  more  free,  in  accordance  with  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  Parish.
